GOVERNMENT NOTICES OF MOTION 


3. Mr. McKeough—That this House give consideration to “Trends and 
Options’ and other documents related to Ontario's future, tabled by 
the Treasurer on April 8, 1976. 


8. Mr. Timbrell—Motion—That the Order for adoption of the Final 
Report of the Select Committee inquiring into Hydro’s proposed 
bulk power rates be discharged but that the House adopt the 
following Resolution in lieu thereof:—‘‘That the Legislature adopt the 
policy direction of the Select Committee’s report and the modifications 
as proposed by the Government to specific recommendations as 
follows’: III-7. (re bulk metering) That, the Legislature endorse 
the study of bulk metering practices now being conducted by 
Ontario Hydro and the municipal utilities to be completed within 12 
months, and that, recommendations from Ontario Hydro be con- 
sidered by the Government at that time; and that, in the interim, 
the Legislature further endorse the moratorium on conversions to or 
from bulk metering which has been initiated by the municipal 
utilities. III-11. (re revolving capital pool for industry) That, pending 
study by the Government as to the financial implications and statutory 
requirements of a revolving capital pool for industry, and as to 
whether this would be the best technique to encourage energy 
conservation by industry, a decision on this recommendation be 
deferred. III-18. (re peak reduction targets) That, the Government 
make an interim report to the Legislature within 2 months on the 
specific peak demand reduction targets which are to be met by 
Ontario Hydro for each year over the next 10 years, and the changes, 
Legislative and otherwise, which must be made to permit a workable 
load management program. III-23. That pending the development 
of, and experience with, Hydro’s load management program, Ontario 
Hydro not further reduce its targets for adding generation capacity 
in the next 10 years. III-24. That, pending the development of, and 
experience with, Hydro’s load management program, Ontario Hydro 
not develop a new generation plan which would reduce its planned 
growth in its generation capacity. III-27. (re James Bay) That, the 
Government request Ontario Hydro to continue its investigations 
of the potential which might exist for Ontario from developments of 
the hydro-electric potential in the Baie James area of Quebec; and 
that, in view of public hearings being held by the Royal Commission 
on Electric Power Planning and their intent to make recommendations 
to the Government on hydro-electric resource development in the 
Province, the Government advise Ontario Hydro that there will be no 
development of the Albany River at this time. III-28. (re examination 
of nuclear commitment) That, the Legislature endorse the review 
of nuclear power being conducted by the Royal Commission on 
Electric Power Planning. III-29 (111) (re monitoring Select Committee) 
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That, in order to permit sufficient time to implement the recom- 
mendations approved by the Legislature, consideration of a monitoring 
Select Committee be deferred for 1 year. IV-3. That, considering 
water power is an energy resource in the same vein as coal, uranium, 
oil and natural gas, Ontario Hydro not be exempt from water power 
rentals.

Mr. Burr—Resolution— That, in the opinion of this House, the govern- 
ment should provide funds, similar to those that have already been 
granted for snowmobiling trails and maintenance, to municipalities 
or the Ontario Trails Council to carry out similar projects for 
bicycling.

Members’ Public Bills and Private Members’ Resolutions, after having 
been called for Second Reading, must be brought to a vote after 
debate on Second Reading, and disposed of in the same way as 
Government Bills. 


Mr. Smith (Simcoe East)—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House 
the Province of Ontario should provide and erect historical markers for 
the birthplaces of all Lieutenant-Governors and Premiers of Ontario.

Committee of the Legislature be appointed to examine the Con- 
dominium Act, condominium law in other jurisdictions, mortgage 
financing of condominium projects, trends in industrial and commercial 
use of condominiums, and any other pertinent condominium matters 
with a view to improving condominium lifestyles, to prepare and 
submit a report to the Legislature by the end of March, 1977 with 
its recommendations. 


Mr. Davison (Hamilton Centre)—Resolution—That in the opinion of this 
House the Government should introduce legislation to provide rent 
control for small business commercial and industrial premises. 


Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—That a Select Committee of 
the Legislature be appointed to examine the forest industry in Ontario 
with particular regard to the tract of land in northwestern Ontario 
being discussed with the Reed Paper Company, taking into account 
the impact upon native peoples, the environmental impact, reforestation 
problems, the economic effect of the decision generally, and the present 
system of timber licenses and the procedure for the awarding of such 
licences in the Province of Ontario; and that the Select Committee 
have authority to sit during recesses and the interval between sessions, 
and to travel throughout the Province to hold hearings as it deems 
necessary, and have full power and authority to employ counsel and 
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other such personnel as may be deemed advisable and to hold meetings 
and hearings in such places as the Committee may deem advisable 
and to call for persons, papers and things and to examine witnesses 
under oath, and the Assembly doth command and compel attendance 
before the said Select Committee of such persons and the production 
of such papers and things as the Committee may deem necessary for 
any of its proceedings and deliberations, for which the Honourable 
the Speaker may issue his warrant or warrants. 


16. Ms. Gigantes—Resolution—That in the opinion of the House, the govern- 
ment should move to relieve the double tax that condominium property 
owners now bear by giving condominiums the power to negotiate tax 
cuts or rebates with their municipality, to compensate for services like 
garbage removal, snow clearance, which they provide for themselves and 
until tax reform is in place, the province should bear the cost of these 
rebates.

Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—For each month from January, 
1974 to the present, what was the total amount spent by the 
provincial government and its agencies to purchase advertising time or 
space and for each month how much was spent for advertising in 
(a) daily newspapers (b) weekly newspapers (c) other periodicals 
(d) radio (e) television. 


Ms. Bryden—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation report the total cost of the Sports Achievement 
Awards Banquet in Toronto on May 5, 1976, including printing and 
mailing of invitations, dinner, alcoholic beverages, tips, entertainment 
and any other costs attributable to the event. In addition, would 
he specify 2. How many award winners attended. 3. How many 
M.P.P.s attended. 4. How many public servants attended. 5. How 
many other persons attended. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. Will the Attorney-General indicate 
when he will make known to the provincial parliament and to the 
people of Temagami and area, the specific course of action that the 
provincial government will follow to resolve the caution that has been 
placed by the Temagami, Bear Island Indian Band on all unpatented 
land in the Temagami area. 2. Has the Ministry of Natural 
Resources completed the detailed analysis of the caution and its 
associated problems which you referred to on April 22, 1976. If it 
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has not, what is the completion date being aimed for by the 
provincial government. 3. Will negotiations with the Indian people, 
be undertaken by the Ministry of Natural Resources.

Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications explain: 1. the nature of the work 
being carried on by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation 
for the Swiss government. 2. the length of time the UTDC has been 
working on the project and its probable duration. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications supply: 1. the number of people 
employed by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation who 
travel on a regular basis from Toronto to Switzerland and _ back. 
2. the number of non-stop flights and flights which entail stop-overs 
taken by these people in travelling to and from Switzerland. 3. the 
names of the air carriers used in these flights. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications supply: 1. the names of the carriers

Mr. Bullbrook—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation supply a list of all Wintario grants, capital and 
operating, awarded since the beginning of the program, listed by 
constituency, and indicating the location and sponsor of the project 
and the amount of the grant. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Treasurer advise, 
(a2) What has been the total amount of machinery sales for each 6 
month period following the elimination of sales tax in the spring of 1975, 
(b) What was the level of sales for each 6 month period for the 
previous two years. 


Mr. Breithaupt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Ministry supply a 
list of all Authorities, Boards, Commissions, Tribunals, advisory 
groups and Crown Corporations in Ontario. Would the Ministry advise 
the name and address of each directing member of each of such bodies; 
and the ministry to which each is responsible. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Is the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and _ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, ‘“‘is one which 
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can only be attacked in a global way since it is a global problem. 
[it] is right to tie it to co-operation between not only the provinces and 
the federal government but between nations.’’. Has the Minister met 
with or had discussions with Federal Authorities pursuant to this 
statement or to the problem of fluorocarbon contamination of the 
environment. 


145. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Minister of the Environ- 
ment intend to introduce legislation in Ontario to ban the use of 
fluorocarbons in aerosol products.

146. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Minister of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations have information relating to the production 
and distribution of fluorocarbon-containing products in Ontario for the 
years of 1973, 1974 and 1975. In particular, would he provide the 
House with the following information for the afore-enumerated years; 
(i) the production of each major type of fluorocarbon by weight 
(F-11, F-12, F-22, F-113, F-114 and others); (ii) the companies which 
are producing each type of fluorocarbon and the types which each are 
producing; (11) the value/number of aerosols being produced and /or 
sold in Canada; and (iv) the percentage of aerosols being produced 
and /or sold in Ontario which contain fluorocarbons. 


147. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information concerning claims 
handled by the Workmen’s Compensation Board: (i) the number of 
cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 wherein the spouse of a recipient of 
an allowance was denied a pension on the death of the recipient 
under s. 42 (7) of the Workmen’s Compensation Act; (11) the number 
of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 wherein a recipient was receiving a 
100°, disability allowance and on his/her death the spouse was 
granted a pension; (ili) the number of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 
wherein the spouse of a recipient was granted a pension on his/her 
death due to the fact that the compensable injury was deemed to be 
the ‘“‘cause’”’ of death. 


148. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the definition of ‘“‘cause’” under s. 42 (7) of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act which the Board uses in determining 
whether or not an allowance should be made into a pension. 


149. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information: the average per- 
centage decrease /increase in the amount granted to the spouse of a 
recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when a disability allowance is 
transferred to become a pension (for 1973, 1974, 1975). 


150. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under s. 77 (1) to allow a claimant or his/her designated 
agent ‘‘reasonable’’ access to information in his/her file for the 
purposes of the claim. 
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Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the number of applications made to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board in 1973, 1974 and 1975 by claimants 
who had contracted a disease through, by or in their employment but 
who were disqualified because the disease was not disabling. Further, 
have any such claims been accepted and if so, how many. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Industry 
and Tourism table all construction drawings, documents, contracts 
relating to the renovation and development of Minaki Lodge, and 
copies of all construction inspection reports; in addition, would the 
Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Government 
Services please list the yearly payments and the length of the lease 
agreement for those buildings in Northern Ontario leased to the 
Province of Ontario, and constructed by Dante, Gasparotto, Group 
Buildings Systems Limited, Ormiston Investments, and Tom Jones 
& Sons. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Philp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term ‘“‘to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about % the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philib—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the “‘stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than ‘natural’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 
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160. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc.... 


161. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘acceptable’’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
“‘fail-safe’’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


162. My. Baim—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


163. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


164. Mr. Mackenzve—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne.

In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about %% the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland.

Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975.

in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne.

V. For each of the following classes of computer pro- 
cessing, what were the total costs of (1) computer programming ; 
(2) CPU time; (3) I/O waiting time; (4) computer printing or card- 
punching; or (5) correct times, during the calendar years 1971, 1972, 
1973, 1974 and 1975:—(i) Processing of claims to files. (11) On-line 
storage of data sets. (iil) Compiling new programs. (iv) Modifying 
existing programs. (v) Compiling existing programs. (vi) Debugging 
existing programs. (vii) Retrieval of information from existing files. 
What were the costs of rental or purchase of any data processing 
equipment (i.e. key editors, IBM 2741 terminals, CRT, etc.) by 
machine type and number of machines. Where a service is uncosted, 
what were the gross utilization statistics by class of service in kB 
hours or other similar standard units. VI. What were the rates of 
rejection of claims per 10,000 claims for the calendar years 1971, 
1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975. What is the predicted rate for 1976 and 
1977. On what is this estimate based. VII. In the calendar years 
1971, 1972, 1973, 1974 and. 1975, what funds were recovered by 
OHIP through:—(i) Computerised cross-checking of claims. (i1) Manual 
assessment procedures. (ili) Specialised studies of specific practitioner 
practices. (iv) Other means. VIII. For each of the calendar years 1971, 
1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975, what was:—(i) the range of total payments 
under the Plan to each class of practitioners (i.e. family practitioners, 
surgeons, paediatricians, internists, neurologists, psychiatrists, derma- 
tologists, anaesthetists, orthopaedic surgeons; plastic surgeons, neuro- 
logical surgeons, obstetricians and gynaecologists, urological surgeons, 
ophthalmologists, otolaryngologists, pathologists, radiologists, medical 
geneticists, optometrists, and chiropractors). (ii) What was the arith- 
metical mean. (iii) What was the standard deviation. (iv) What was 
the mode and the median. (v) What proportion of these payments 
fall into intervals of less than $10,000; $10,000 to $19,999; $20,000 
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to $29,999; $30,000 to $39,999; $40,000 to $49,999: $50,000 to 
$59,999; $60,000 to $69,999; $70,000 to $79,999: $80,000 to $89,999 - 
$90,000 to $99,999; $100,000 to $199,999; $200,000 to $299,999: and 
$300,000 or more. (vi) What was the Gini Index for payments to 
each class of practitioner, and for all practitioners. (vii) What was the 
mean, mode, median and standard deviation for payments to each 
class of practitioner, for (a) those in solo practice; (b) those in 
non-clinic group practice; (c) those in clinics; and (d) those associated 
with teaching hospitals. What were these figures for those in urban 
and those in rural areas. IX. For each class of practitioner for each 
year, what was (a) the number practising under the Plan: and (b) the 
total amount paid out by age, sex and number of years since, firstly, 
they began practising medicine, and secondly, since they began 
practising medicine in Ontario. X. For each class of practitioner, 
for each year, what proportion of all such practitioners in Ontario 
are practising under the Plan. For each of these, what proportion 
of their total income is, or was, paid through the Plan. XI. For the 
calendar years 1971, 1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975, what were the total 
number of claims by ICDA and the type of service provided. How 
did these break down by classes of practitioner. XII. For each line 
item of the OHIP Estimate (1976077), what proportion of the 
estimated cost is ascribable to preventive medicine or public health 
measures, and what proportion to diagnosis and treatment of disease. 
How do these proportions compare to those actually incurred in all 
previous budget years, beginning with 1971. XIII. What proportion 
of its total projected budget does OHIP anticipate spending on 
research.

Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Treasurer advise, 
(a) What has been the total amount of machinery sales for each 6 
month period following the elimination of sales tax in the spring of 1975, 


(b) What was the level of sales for each 6 month period for the 
previous two years. 


Mr. Breithaupt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Ministry supply a 
list of all Authorities, Boards, Commissions, Tribunals, advisory 
groups and Crown Corporations in Ontario. Would the Ministry advise 
the name and address of each directing member of each of such bodies: 
and the ministry to which each is responsible. 


My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Is the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and_ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, “is one which 
can only be attacked in a global way since it is a global problem. 
[it] is right to tie it to co-operation between not only the provinces and 
the federal government but between nations.”. Has the Minister met

with or had discussions with Federal Authorities pursuant to this 
statement or to the problem of fluorocarbon contamination of the 
environment.

sold in Canada; and (iv) the percentage of aerosols being produced 
and /or sold in Ontario which contain fluorocarbons.

42 (7) of the Workmen’s Compensation Act; (ii) the number 
of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 wherein a recipient was receiving a 
100% disability allowance and on his/her death the spouse was 
granted a pension; (ili) the number of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 
wherein the spouse of a recipient was granted a pension on his/her 
death due to the fact that the compensable injury was deemed to be 
the ‘“‘cause’”’ of death. 


148. Myr. Baim—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the definition of “‘cause’’ under s. 42 (7) of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act which the Board uses in determining 
whether or not an allowance should be made into a pension. 


149. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information: the average per- 
centage decrease /increase in the amount granted to the spouse of a 
recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when a disability allowance is 
transferred to become a pension (for 1973, 1974, 1975). 


150. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under s. 77 (1) to allow a claimant or his/her designated 
agent “‘reasonable’’ access to information in his/her file for the 
purposes of the claim. 
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My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the number of applications made to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board in 1973, 1974 and 1975 by claimants 
who had contracted a disease through, by or in their employment but 
who were disqualified because the disease was not disabling. Further, 
have any such claims been accepted and if so, how many. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Industry 
and Tourism table all construction drawings, documents, contracts 
relating to the renovation and development of Minaki Lodge, and 
copies of all construction inspection reports; in addition, would the 
Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Government 
Services please list the yearly payments and the length of the lease 
agreement for those buildings in Northern Ontario leased to the 
Province of Ontario, and constructed by Dante, Gasparotto, Group 
Buildings Systems Limited, Ormiston Investments, and Tom Jones 
& Sons. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Phmlp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term “‘to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by~reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core. or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 24 the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philtp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the ‘“‘stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fec~ for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 
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Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc. . 


161. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
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inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “acceptable”. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’”’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a. response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 
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166. Mr. Warnerv—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims; 
(d) the encouragement of students to learn English and French; 
(e) the encouragement of teaching staff to become bilingual; and 
(f) the increasing of public awareness as to the bilingual nature of the 
institutions.

and the ministry to which each is responsible. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Is the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and _ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, “‘is one which 
can only be attacked in a global way ‘since it is a global problem. 
[it] is right to tie it to co-operation between not only the provinces and 
the federal government but between nations’’. Has the Minister met 
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with or had discussions with Federal Authorities pursuant to this 
statement or to the problem of fluorocarbon contamination of the 
environment. 


145. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Does the Minister of the Environ- 
ment intend to introduce legislation in Ontario to ban the use of 
fluorocarbons in aerosol products. If so, when. 


146. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Minister of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations have information relating to the production 
and distribution of fluorocarbon-containing products in Ontario for the 
years of 1973, 1974 and 1975. In particular, would he provide the 
House with the following information for the afore-enumerated years; 
(i) the production of each major type of fluorocarbon by weight 
(F-11, F-12, F-22, F-113, F-114 and others); (ii) the companies which 
are producing each type of fluorocarbon and the types which each are 
producing; (iii) the value/number of aerosols being produced and /or 
sold in Canada; and (iv) the percentage of aerosols being produced 
and /or sold in Ontario which contain fluorocarbons. 


147. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information concerning claims 
handled by the Workmen’s Compensation Board: (i) the number of 
cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 wherein the spouse of a recipient of 
an allowance was denied a pension on the death of the recipient 
under s. 42 (7) of the Workmen’s Compensation Act; (ii) the number 
of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 wherein a recipient was receiving a 
100% disability allowance and on his/her death the spouse was 
granted a pension; (iii) the number of cases in 1973, 1974 and 1975 
wherein the spouse of a recipient was granted a pension on his/her 
death due to the fact that the compensable injury was deemed to be 
the ‘‘cause’’ of death. 


148. My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the definition of ‘‘cause’ under s. 42 (7) of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act which the Board uses in determining 
whether or not an allowance should be made into a pension. 


149. My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information: the average per- 
centage decrease /increase in the amount granted to the spouse of a 
recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when a disability allowance iS 
transferred to become a pension (for 1973, 1974, 1975). 


150. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under s. 77 (1) to allow a claimant or his /her designated 
agent ‘reasonable’ access to information in his/her file for the 
purposes of the claim. 
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Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 


inform the House as to the number of applications made to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board in 1973, 1974 and 1975 by claimants 
who had contracted a disease through, by or in their employment but 
who were disqualified because the disease was not disabling. Further, 
have any such claims been accepted and if so, how many. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Industry 


and Tourism table all construction drawings, documents, contracts 
relating to the renovation and development of Minaki Lodge, and 
copies of all construction inspection reports; in addition, would the 
Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Government 


Services please list the yearly payments and the length of the lease 
agreement for those buildings in Northern Ontario leased to the 
Province of Ontario, and constructed by Dante, Gasparotto, Group 
Buildings Systems Limited, Ormiston Investments, and Tom Jones 
& Sons. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would each Ministry indicate the 


total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Phlp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 


portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term “‘to provide system continuity’’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about % the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away irompithencity: centre, 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4 Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land, (2) the, “stumpage™ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “‘natural”’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inten 
vention). 
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Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc... . 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘acceptable’’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


My. Bamm—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 
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Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims: 
(d) the encouragement of students to learn English and French; 
(e) the encouragement of teaching staff to become bilingual; and 
(f) the increasing of public awareness as to the bilingual nature of the 
institutions. 


Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences.

Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications explain: 1. the nature of the work 
being carried on by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation 
for the Swiss government. 2. the length of time the UTDC has been 
working on the project and its probable duration. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications supply: 1. the number of people 
employed by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation who 
travel on a regular basis from Toronto to Switzerland and _ back. 
2. the number of non-stop flights and flights which entail stop-overs 
taken by these people in travelling to and from Switzerland.

Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—lIs the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and_ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, ‘“‘is one which 
can only be attacked in a global way since it is a global problem.

Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Government 
Services please list the yearly payments and the length of the lease 
agreement for those buildings in Northern Ontario leased to the 
Province of Ontario, and constructed by Dante, Gasparotto, Group 
Buildings Systems Limited, Ormiston Investments, and Tom Jones 
& Sons. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Phip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term ‘“‘to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core. or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 24 the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre.

Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the “‘stumpage™ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than ‘“‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 
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My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural

Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being ‘‘acceptable’”’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor.

Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there hasyever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 
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Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims;

How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic monthly rent for: January 1974 to July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase in basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following:

Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Ministry of the 
Environment plan, in the immediate future, to prevent the utilization 
of chlorofluorocarbons in aerosol cans, the drastic curtailment of non- 
essential use having been recommended by The National Research 
Council. Does the Ministry plan to phase out the use of halocarbons 
in refrigerating units. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies. 


Ms. Sandeman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Cor- 
rectional Services table the causes of death of the 10 children who 
died in Ontario Training Schools during the period April 1, 1974 to 
March 31, 1975. Were inquests held after any or all of these deaths. 
Were there any deaths in Training Schools or of Training School 
Wards, during_the., period... April ..1,, 1975.10,,March..31,..-1970,,.. It. so 
were inquests held. 


Mr. Mackenzze—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving 
while impaired, for the months of April, May, June, July, August, 
September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Treasury, 
Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs advise the house whether or 
not he is concerned by the findings of a survey reported in the Globe 
and Mail, November 17, 1976 which states that the attitude of 
incumbent members of councils, school boards and public utilities 
toward disclosing their assets and campaign donors to municipal 
clerks “ranged from reluctant agreement to belligerent refusal’’. 
Would the Minister comment on a statement by Mayor Dennis Flynn 
reported in the same article, “There was no law that required 
disclosure of campaign expenses” and donors and that, “‘he will file a 
statement when the Ontario Government says municipal candidates 
must do so. Is the Minister prepared to introduce legislation before 
the next municipal election requiring disclosure by candidates of 
campaign donors and /or assets.

Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
provide the House with the following information: the average per- 
centage decrease /increase in the amount granted to the spouse of a 
recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when a disability allowance is 
transferred to become a pension (for 1973, 1974, 1975). 


My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under s. 77 (1) to allow a claimant or his/her designated 
agent ‘“‘reasonable’’ access to information in his/her file for the 
purposes of the claim. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the number of applications made to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board in 1973, 1974 and 1975 by claimants 
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who had contracted a disease through, by or in their employment but 
who were disqualified because the disease was not disabling. Further, 
have any such claims been accepted and if so, how many. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Industry 
and Tourism table all construction drawings, documents, contracts 
relating to the renovation and development of Minaki Lodge, and 
copies of all construction inspection reports; in addition, would the 
Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Government 
Services please list the yearly payments and the length of the lease 
agreement for those buildings in Northern Ontario leased to the 
Province of Ontario, and constructed by Dante, Gasparotto, Group 
Buildings Systems Limited, Ormiston Investments, and Tom Jones 
& Sons. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Philp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term ‘“‘to provide system continuity’? what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 2% the original 
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growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) 1s the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


My. Phiip—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost. per acre of timber cut, by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the ‘“‘stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 
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Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc. ... 


My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘acceptable’’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. . 


Mr. Mackenzve—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 
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Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims: 
(d) the encouragement of students to learn English and French: 
(e) the encouragement of teaching staff to become bilingual; and 
(f) the increasing of public awareness as to the bilingual nature of the 
institutions. 


Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic monthly rent for: January 1974 to July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase in basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following: 
Increased operating costs (item 7); Capital expenditures (item 8); 
Finance payments (item 9); Financial loss. The answers to the 
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above seven questions should be broken down into the following 
categories: the whole of Ontario and by sub-region (Metro, North- 
West Ont., etc.); by building type (SF, DU, TRI). Questions 6 and 
7 should also be broken down by size of percentage increase (e.g. how 
many received 2% increase and how many 80%). 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Ministry of the 
Environment plan, in the immediate future, to prevent the utilization 
of chlorofluorocarbons in aerosol cans, the drastic curtailment of non- 
essential use having been recommended by The National Research 
Council. Does the Ministry plan to phase out the use of halocarbons 
in refrigerating units. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies. 


Ms. Sandeman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Cor- 
rectional Services table the causes of death of the 10 children who 
died in Ontario Training Schools during the period April 1, 1974 to 
March 31, 1975. Were inquests held after any or all of these deaths. 
Were there any deaths in Training Schools or of Training School 
Wards, during the period April 1, 1975 to March 31, 1976. If so 
were inquests held. 


Mr. Mackenzve—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving 
while impaired, for the months of April, May, June, July, August, 
September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect: in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Treasury, 
Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs advise the house whether or 
not he is concerned by the findings of a survey reported in the Globe 
and Mail, November 17, 1976 which states that the attitude of 
incumbent members of councils, school boards and public utilities 
toward disclosing their assets and campaign donors to municipal 
clerks “‘ranged from reluctant agreement to belligerent refusal’’. 
Would the Minister comment on a statement by Mayor Dennis Flynn 
reported in the same article, “There was no law that required 
disclosure of campaign expenses’ and donors and that, “‘he will file a 
statement when the Ontario Government says municipal candidates 
must do so. Is the Minister prepared to introduce legislation before 
the next municipal election requiring disclosure by candidates of 
campaign donors and /or assets.

What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access

If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


163. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


164. Mr. Mackenzte—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen's 
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Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


165. Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 


and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 


166. Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of

Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
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Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic monthly rent for: January 1974 to July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase in basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following:

Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and. Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 
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176. Myr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Treasury, 
Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs advise the house whether or 
not he is concerned by the findings of a survey reported in the Globe 
and Mail, November 17, 1976 which states that the attitude of 
incumbent members of councils, school boards and public utilities 
toward disclosing their assets and campaign donors to municipal 
clerks “‘ranged from reluctant agreement to belligerent refusal’’. 
Would the Minister comment on a statement by Mayor Dennis Flynn 
reported in the same article, ‘“There was no law that required 
disclosure of campaign expenses” and donors and that, “‘he will file a 
statement when the Ontario Government says municipal candidates 
must do so.

179. Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities endorse the principle of Paid Educational Leave defined 
as leave granted for educational purposes, such as career development, 
during working hours without loss of earnings and benefits, and make 
Paid Educational Leave available to the non-teaching staff of Colleges 
and Universities. Further, will the Minister ensure that Paid Edu- 
cational Leave will be funded and implemented by a combination of 
collective agreement, legislation, and regulation. Will the Minister 
guarantee that Paid Educational Leave shall in no way affect the 
normal rights and benefits derived from an employment relationship.

What criteria does the Board use to determine, for this 
and other sections of the Act, if death ‘“‘had resulted from the 
injury’ —i.e. is it on a balance of probabilities, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, in the absence of any other medical explanation, etc.

Apart from 
the somewhat vague term ‘“‘to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
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to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 2% the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W.

Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


158. Myr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 
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159. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the ‘“‘stumpage” 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than ‘‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 


160. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural

(5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’? system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


162. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


163. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


164. Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen's

Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the

Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Ministry of the 
Environment plan, in the immediate future, to prevent the utilization 
of chlorofluorocarbons in aerosol cans, the drastic curtailment of non- 
essential use having been recommended by The National Research 
Council. Does the Ministry plan to phase out the use of halocarbons 
in refrigerating units. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies. 


Ms. Sandeman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Cor- 
rectional Services table the causes of death of the 10 children who 
died in Ontario Training Schools during the period April 1, 1974 to 
March 31, 1975. Were inquests held after any or all of these deaths. 
Were there any deaths in Training Schools or of Training School 
Wards, during ‘the’ period’ April”1,° 1975 to March 31, 1976. If’ so 
were inquests held. 


Mr. Mackenzte—Enquiry of the Ministry—What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving 
while impaired, for the months of April, May, June, July, August, 
September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 
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176. Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Treasury, 
Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs advise the house whether or 
not he is concerned by the findings of a survey reported in the Globe 
and Mail, November 17, 1976 which states that the attitude of 
incumbent members of councils, school boards and public utilities 
toward disclosing their assets and campaign donors to municipal 
clerks “‘ranged from reluctant agreement to belligerent refusal’’. 
Would the Minister comment on a statement by Mayor Dennis Flynn 
reported in the same article, “There was no law that required 
disclosure of campaign expenses’”’ and donors and that, ‘‘he will file a 
statement when the Ontario Government says municipal candidates 
must do so.

185. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the following: section 42(7) of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act provides that a 100% award for permanent dis- 
ability may be transferred into a pension on the death of the 
recipient as if the death ‘“‘had resulted’ from the compensable 
disability. What criteria does the Board use to determine, for this 
and other sections of the Act, if death “had resulted from the 
injury’’—i.e. is it on a balance of probabilities, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, in the absence of any other medical explanation, etc.

Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


154. Myr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


155. Mr. Philp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term “to provide system continuity’’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 74 the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
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Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 


the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 


and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 


and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 


Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the “stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 


Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc... . 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 


inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being ‘‘acceptable’”’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being ‘‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
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or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


162. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


163. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. Ifso, what are the results. 


164. Myr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen's 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


165. Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts’and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 


166. Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims; 
(d) the encouragement of students to learn English and French; 
(e) the encouragement of teaching staff to become bilingual; and 
(f) the increasing of public awareness as to the bilingual nature of the 
institutions. 
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Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences.

Mr. Laughren—Enquiry of the Ministry—Which municipalities have re- 
ceived approval from the Ministry of the Environment for sewer and 
water projects for 1975-76. What is the dollar value of each project. 
Which municipalities receiving approval from the Ministry of the 
Environment for sewer and water projects have not been subjected 
to the “Management by Results’ needs tests. What is the dollar 
value of each project. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications explain: 1. the nature of the work 
being carried on by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation 
for the Swiss government. 2. the length of time the UTDC has been 
working on the project and its probable duration. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications supply: 1. the number of people 
employed by the Urban Transportation Development Corporation who 
travel on a regular basis from Toronto to Switzerland and_ back. 
2. the number of non-stop flights and flights which entail stop-overs 
taken by these people in travelling to and from Switzerland. 3. the 
names of the air carriers used in these flights. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications supply: 1. the names of the carriers 
transporting air freight to Switzerland for the Urban Transportation 
Development Corporation, 2. the proportion of total freight shipped 
to Switzerland by the UTDC which is carried by air freight, 3. the 
cost of transporting air freight to Switzerland for the UTDC. 


Mr. Wildman—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Ministry explain 
whether or not employees of the Ontario Government and Crown 
Corporations are required to use Canadian air carriers whenever and 
wherever possible rather than competing foreign carriers. 


Mr. Dukszta—Enquiry of the Ministry—I. Inasmuch as OHIP does 
not require a perfect one-to-one match between subscriber numbers 
when validating claims, can the Minister assure the House that 
OHIP has not paid for:—(i) A female sex-specific operation in a 
male. (ii) A male sex-specific operation in a female. (ili) Two appen- 
dectomies for the same patient. (iv) A total hysterectomy for the 
same patient more than once. Can the Minister in fact assure the 
House that the OHIP subscriber files have been purged of duplicates. 
II. Inasmuch as OHIP allows physicians to submit multiple claims 
on the same form, can the Minister assure the House that OHIP:— 
(1) Maintains records of the number of physician claims by physician 
by day, in an effort to assess the reasonableness of such claims. 
(1) Compares ICDA codes for services provided by physicians in an 
effort to detect multiple billings for the same diagnostic procedure 
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on the same day. (iii) Does not approve payments for periodic 
services (total physical examinations, etc.) more frequently than the 
OHIP guidelines allow.

V. For each of the following classes of computer pro- 
cessing, what were the total costs of (1) computer programming; 
(2) CPU time; (3) I/O waiting time; (4) computer printing or card- 
punching; or (5) correct times, during the calendar years 1971, 1972, 
1973, 1974 and 1975:—(i) Processing of claims to files. (ii) On-line 
storage of data sets. (iii) Compiling new programs. (iv) Modifying 
existing programs. (v) Compiling existing programs. (vi) Debugging 
existing programs. (vii) Retrieval of information from existing files. 
What were the costs of rental or purchase of any data processing 
equipment (i.e. key editors, IBM 2741 terminals, CRT, etc.) by 
machine type and number of machines.

non-clinic group practice; (c) those in clinics; and (d) those associated 
with teaching hospitals. What were these figures for those in urban 
and those in rural areas. IX. For each class of practitioner for each 
year, what was (a) the number practising under the Plan; and (b) the 
total amount paid out by age, sex and number of years since, firstly, 
they began practising medicine, and secondly, since they began 
practising medicine in Ontario. X. For each class of practitioner, 
for each year, what proportion of all such practitioners in Ontario 
are practising under the Plan. For each of these, what proportion 
of their total income is, or was, paid through the Plan. XI. For the 
calendar years 1971, 1972, 1973, 1974 and 1975, what were the total 
number of claims by ICDA and the type of service provided. How 
did these break down by classes of practitioner. XII. For each line 
item of the OHIP Estimate (1976077), what proportion of the 
estimated cost is ascribable to preventive medicine or public health 
measures, and what proportion to diagnosis and treatment of disease. 
How do these proportions compare to those actually incurred in all 
previous budget years, beginning with 1971. XIII. What proportion 
of its total projected budget does OHIP anticipate spending on 
research. 


143. Mr. Breithaupt—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Ministry supply a 
list of all Authorities, Boards, Commissions, Tribunals, advisory 
groups and Crown Corporations in Ontario. Would the Ministry advise 
the. name and address of each directing member of each of such bodies; 
and the ministry to which each is responsible. 


144. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Is the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and _ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, “‘is one which 
can only be attacked in a global way since it is a global problem. 
[it] is right to tie it to co-operation between not only the provinces and 
the federal government but between nations’’. Has the Minister met 
with or had discussions with Federal Authorities pursuant to this 
statement or to the problem of fluorocarbon contamination of the 
environment. 


145. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Minister of the Environ- 
ment intend to introduce legislation in Ontario to ban the use of 
fluorocarbons in aerosol products. If so, when. 


146. Myr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does the Minister of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations have information relating to the production 
and distribution of fluorocarbon-containing products in Ontario for the 
years of 1973, 1974 and 1975. In particular, would he provide the 
House with the following information for the afore-enumerated years; 
(i) the production of each major type of fluorocarbon by weight 
(F-11, F-12, F-22, F-113, F-114 and others); (ii) the companies which 
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are producing each type of fluorocarbon and the types which each are 
producing; (iii) the value/number of aerosols being produced and /or 
sold in Canada; and (iv) the percentage of aerosols being produced 
and/or sold in Ontario which contain fluorocarbons. 


152. Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Industry 
and Tourism table all construction drawings, documents, contracts 
relating to the renovation and development of Minaki Lodge, and 
copies of all construction inspection reports; in addition, would the 
Minister table all quality analysis reports for the past five years. 


154. Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would each Ministry indicate the 
total amount of Accounts Payable as of March 31st, 1976, that was 
applied to the budget of the 1975/76 fiscal year, and the 1976/77 
fiscal year. 


155. Myr. Phiip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term ‘“‘to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about %% the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
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reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) 1s the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the 0.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philtp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philtp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the “‘stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “‘natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc... . 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘acceptable’’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
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by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. Ifso, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen's 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities respond to the recommendations contained in the 
Study of the Incremental Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology, August, 1976, conducted by Price 
Waterhouse Associates. Should such a response be forthcoming no 
later than next spring. In particular, will the Advisory Council 
establish specific objectives for the Bilingualism Grants Programme. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities intend to meet the general objectives of 
those universities which are involved with French/English bilingual, 
bicultural programmes, as outlined in the Study of Incremental 
Costs of Bilingualism in Ontario Universities, July, 1976. In particular, 
will appropriate funding relating costs to objectives, be available to 
meet the following objectives: (a) the provision of educational opportuni- 
ties to Franco-Ontarians in their own language; (b) the protection 
and development of French culture in Ontario; (c) the furtherance of 
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bilingualism and biculturalism in accordance with national aims; 
(d) the encouragement of students to learn English and French; 
(e) the encouragement of teaching staff to become bilingual; and 
(f) the increasing of public awareness as to the bilingual nature of the 
institutions. 


Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Casstdy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic monthly rent for: January 1974 to July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase 1n basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following: 
Increased operating costs (item 7); Capital expenditures (item 8); 
Finance payments (item 9); Financial loss. The answers to the 
above seven questions should be broken down into the following 
categories: the whole of Ontario and by sub-region (Metro, North- 
West Ont., etc.); by building type (SF, DU, TRI). Questions 6 and 
7 should also be broken down by size of percentage increase (e.g. how 
many received 2°% increase and how many 80%). 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—Does® the’ Ministry” of the 
Environment plan, in the immediate future, to prevent the utilization 
of chlorofluorocarbons in aerosol cans, the drastic curtailment of non- 
essential use having been recommended by The National Research 
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Council. Does the Ministry plan to phase out the use of halocarbons 
in refrigerating units. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies. 


Answered Orally November 30th, 1976. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving 
while impaired, for the months of April, May, June, July, August, 
September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Treasury, 
Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs advise the house whether or 
not he is concerned by the findings of a survey reported in the Globe 
and Mail, November 17, 1976 which states that the attitude of 
incumbent members of councils, school boards and public utilities 
toward disclosing their assets and campaign donors to municipal 
clerks ‘‘ranged from reluctant agreement to belligerent refusal’. 
Would the Minister comment on a statement by Mayor Dennis Flynn 
reported in the same article, “There was no law that required 
disclosure of campaign expenses” and donors and that, “he will file a 
statement when the Ontario Government says municipal candidates 
must do so. Is the Minister prepared to introduce legislation before 
the next municipal election requiring disclosure by candidates of 
campaign donors and /or assets. 


Mr. Cunningham—Enquiry of the Ministry—What is the total amount 
of money paid to Camp and Associates Advertising Agency for the 
past five years. 


Mr. Cunningham—Enquiry of the Ministry—1!. Would the Provincial 
Treasurer please provide the total cost to date for the implementation 
of the Parkway Belt. 2. What monies have been allocated for 
acquisition of lands for the next two years. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities endorse the principle of Paid Educational Leave defined 
as leave granted for educational purposes, such as career development, 
during working hours without loss of earnings and benefits, and make 
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Paid Educational Leave available to the non-teaching staff of Colleges 
and Universities. Further, will the Minister ensure that Paid Edu- 
cational Leave will be funded and implemented by a combination of 
collective agreement, legislation, and regulation. Will the Minister 
guarantee that Paid Educational Leave shall in no way affect the 
normal rights and benefits derived from an employment relationship. 


Myr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—What initiative will be given 
by the Minister of Colleges and Universities to ensure that Centres 
for Labour Studies will be established in each Community College 
which serves an industrial area. Will the Minister direct the Colleges, 
through the Council of Regents, to approach local labour organizations 
for the determination, development, and presentation of the appropriate 
courses of study. Further, would such courses be fully accredited, 
leading to a diploma in Labour Studies. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—What proportion of the old 
Ontario Hydro Building on University Avenue remains in use. Is the 
building to be rented. If so, to whom, and at what rates. What is 
the cost of maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What proportion of the old 
Mount Sinai Hospital has been put to alternative use. What is the 
timetable to bring it into full alternative use. What is the cost of 
maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—What proportion of the Ontario 
Government office buildings at 434 and 454 University Avenue is in 
use. What plans exist for the use or sale of the property. What is 
the cost of maintaining them. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under sections 68(1) and 78 of The Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act to allow a claimant or his/her designated agent 
complete access to the information in his/her file for the purposes of 
the claim. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the following: section 42(7) of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act provides that a 100% award for permanent dis- 
ability may be transferred into a pension on the death of the 
recipient as if the death ‘‘had resulted’? from the compensable 
disability. What criteria does the Board use to determine, for this 
and other sections of the Act, if death “had resulted from the 
injury’”’—i.e. is it on a balance of probabilities, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, in the absence of any other medical explanation, etc. 


186. Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Further to the Minister of Labours 


Answer to Question No. 151 that ‘claims are not disqualified on 
grounds that an industrial disease is not disabling’? would the 
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Minister inform the House of the purpose of section 118(1) of The 
Workmen’s Compensation Act which says in part ‘‘Where an employee 
suffers from an industrial disease and is thereby disabled... the 
employee... entitled to compensation’’. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
direct the Workmen’s Compensation Board to review their files 
from July 1, 1974 to the present date in order to find the following 
information: the average percentage decrease /increase in the amount 
granted to the spouse of a recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when 
a disability allowance is transferred to become a pension. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
direct the Workmen’s Compensation Board to compile and provide 
to the House periodically the following information: (1) the number 
of cases wherein the spouse of a recipient of an award was denied a 
pension on the death of the recipient under s.

In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960's. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 2% the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
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reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W. 


Mr. Angus—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would each Minister indicate 
the exact method that they use to monitor and control expenditures 
against budget allocations, and to monitor uncommitted funds. 


Mr. Philtp—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how much has been spent to date under the 
Wintario Program on sports and recreation equipment. Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the ‘“‘stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise. (5) the total acreage of crown land regenerated 
by other than “natural’’ regeneration (i.e. with some human inter- 
vention). 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources inform the House as to the exact benefits received by the 
Province from each logging company operating on crown land in terms 
of financial returns, stumpage fees, employment, etc.... 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to the following: (1) the level of radiation (in 
RADS) which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘acceptable’’. (2) the level 
of radiation which Ontario Hydro sees as being “‘safe’’. (3) the per- 
centage of total Hydro electrical output currently being generated 
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by nuclear power stations. (4) the percentage of total Hydro electrical 
output (including exports to the U.S.) to be filled by nuclear power 
stations by 1980, 1990 and the year 2000. (5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
“‘fail-safe’’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor.

Bainm—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


My. Baim—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. Ifso, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzve—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne.

Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards.

Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
Virus) being transported to this Province.

155. Myr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term “to provide system continuity’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. [If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 24 the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre. 
Has an environmental study by an independent group been conducted 
or planned. (d) World-wide fuel shortage may curtail automobile and 
truck traffic in the future. Was the ‘possibility considered, that 
completion of the extension in 1985 could coincide with a considerable 
reduction in traffic. (e) Strong concerns have been expressed lately 
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to preserve good agricultural land. How can you explain the com- 
patibility of the decision to build the highway through fruitland 
with the stated policy of your Government to preserve fruitland. 
After applying the above-mentioned changes to the original standards 
(if existing) is the extension still an economically viable proposition. 
4. Various alternative routes were considered and rejected in favour of 
the valley route. Has the Minister considered the use of the Canal 
Haulage Road, which runs east of the Welland Canal from the 
Thorold Tunnel to the Q.E.W.

Would he 
provide a list of the equipment purchased and the average cost of 
each different item. Would he list the manufacturers and/or dis- 
tributors from whom the equipment was purchased and also indicate 
the manner in which contracts for the equipment were awarded. 


Mr. Philip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Culture 
and Recreation advise how many complaints his ministry has received 
about soccer balls supplied to clubs under the Wintario Program. 
What has the average cost per ball been. What companies were these 
balls purchased from. Is there any truth in the statement that many 
of the balls supplied to soccer clubs have not been of regulation size. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources provide the House with the following information concerning 
logging operations on crown land for the years 1973, 1974 and 1975. 
(1) the average regeneration cost per acre of timber cut by each 
logging company operating on crown land. (2) the “stumpage’’ 
fees collected by the crown from each of the aforementioned com- 
panies. (3) the percentage of regeneration costs paid for by stumpage 
fees for each logging company operating on crown land. (4) the total 
acreage of crown land cut in the province of Ontario, whether 
selectively or otherwise.

Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment.

and the ministry to which each is responsible. 


144. My. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Is the Minister of the Environment 
aware of the recent response (October 19th, 1976) made by the 
Honourable Romeo LeBlanc, Federal Minister of the Environment, 
concerning federal action in the area of fluorocarbons and _ their 
effect on the environment. Further, is the Minister aware that in that 
statement Mr. LeBlanc suggested that the problem, “is one which 
can only be attacked in a global way since it is a global problem. 
[it] is right to tie it to co-operation between not only the provinces and 
the federal government but between nations’’. Has the Minister met 
with or had discussions with Federal Authorities pursuant to this 
statement or to the problem of fluorocarbon contamination of the 
environment.

155. Mr. Pmlip—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications inform the House: 1. Apart from 
the somewhat vague term “to provide system continuity’’ what 
criteria were used to determine the necessity for building the 406 
extension. In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. aha ae 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering 
standards set to indicate at what minimum traffic volume a 4-lane 
highway becomes economically feasible. When were they set. How 
were they applied to the original decision. Do they still apply. 
Is there any truth to the statement: If the cost of the extension were 
to be covered by raising tolls, a toll rate of $2.00 per single trip would 
be the minimum. If true, is this not an excessive subsidy from the: 
taxpayer to a small number of beneficiaries. 3. The 406 was originally 
conceived in the early 1960’s. Conditions have changed considerably 
since that time. Have these changed conditions been weighed against 
the criteria used to determine the economical feasibility for building 
a new road. (refer to question 2 for standard criteria). In particular, 
the following changes: (a) The expected population growth rate ‘in 
the Niagara Region is reduced considerably, to about 24 the original 
growth rate. (b) The 406 has not been completed to four lanes to 
Welland and has not been extended past Welland. Why then a 
4-lane extension north. (c) Air pollution and noise have prompted 
many cities to keep high-speed roads away from the city centre.

Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
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Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic monthly rent for: January 1974 to July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase in basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following: 
Increased operating costs (item 7); Capital expenditures (item 8); 
Finance payments (item 9); Financial loss. The answers to the 
above seven questions should be broken down into the following 
categories: the whole of Ontario and by sub-region (Metro, North- 
West Ont., etc.); by building type (SF, DU, TRI). Questions 6 and 
7 should also be broken down by size of percentage increase (e.g. how 
many received 2% increase and how many 80%).

Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies.

Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving 
while impaired, for the months of April, May, June, July, August, 
September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffaitt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways. 
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Answered December 7th, 1976. 


Mr. Cunningham—Enquiry of the Ministry—What is the total amount 
of money paid to Camp and Associates Advertising Agency for the 
past five years. 


Answered December 13th, 1976. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities endorse the principle of Paid Educational Leave defined 
as leave granted for educational purposes, such as career development, 
during working hours without loss of earnings and benefits, and make 
Paid Educational Leave available to the non-teaching staff of Colleges 
and Universities. Further, will the Minister ensure that Paid Edu- 
cational Leave will be funded and implemented by a combination of 
collective agreement, legislation, and regulation. Will the Minister 
guarantee that Paid Educational Leave shall in no way affect the 
normal rights and benefits derived from an employment relationship. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—What initiative will be given 
by the Minister of Colleges and Universities to ensure that Centres 
for Labour Studies will be established in each Community College 
which serves an industrial area. Will the Minister direct the Colleges, 
through the Council of Regents, to approach local labour organizations 
for the determination, development, and presentation of the appropriate 
courses of study. Further, would such courses be fully accredited, 
leading to a diploma in Labour Studies. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What proportion of the old 
Ontario Hydro Building on University Avenue remains in use. Is the 
building to be rented. If so, to whom, and at what rates. What is 
the cost of maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What proportion of the old 
Mount Sinai Hospital has been put to alternative use. What is the 
timetable to bring it into full alternative use. What is the cost of 
maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What proportion of the Ontario 
Government office buildings at 434 and 454 University Avenue is in 
use. What plans exist for the use or sale of the property. What is 
the cost of maintaining them. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under sections 68(1) and 78 of The Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act to allow a claimant or his/her designated agent 
complete access to the information in his/her file for the purposes of 
the claim. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the following: section 42(7) of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act provides that a 100% award for permanent dis- 
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ability may be transferred into a pension on the death of’ the 
recipient as if. the death “had resulted’? from the compensable 
disability. What criteria does the Board use to determine, for this 
and other sections of the Act, if death ‘‘had resulted from the 
injury’ —1.e. is it on a balance of probabilities, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, in the absence of any other medical explanation, etc. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Further to the Minister of Labours 
Answer to Question No. 151 that “claims are not disqualified on 
grounds that an industrial disease is not disabling’’ would the 
Minister inform the House of the purpose of section 118(1) of The 
Workmen’s Compensation Act which says in part ‘‘Where an employee 
suffers from an industrial disease and is thereby disabled... the 
employee... entitled to compensation’’. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—-Would the Minister of Labour 
direct the Workmen’s Compensation Board to review their files 
from July 1, 1974 to the present date in order to find the following 
information: the average percentage decrease /increase in the amount 
granted to the spouse of a recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when 
a disability allowance is transferred to become a pension.

In particular, the following criteria: (a) What is the 
expected number of vehicles. Is this number sufficient to warrant a 
4-lane highway. (b) What percentage relief will the 406 provide to 
the traffic on other streets in St. Catharines and Vineland. (c) To 
what extent will the cost of the extension be offset by reduction in 
street widening costs of parallel routes. (d) The main traffic problem 
in St. Catharines has been identified to be in north-south direction. 
What relief, if any, will the 406 bring. (e) Will the 406 extension 
provide improved connections to the city core or, considering the 
limited number of exits, will it rather act as a bypass for quick access 
to the shopping centre south of the core. 2. Are there engineering

The Government shall present all such reports within six months of the close 
of the reporting period, unless reasons are given to the House; Annual Reports 
of the immediate past reporting period for each Ministry, and Boards, Com- 
missions, and other Agencies reporting through each Minister, shall be tabled 
in the House before consideration of that Ministry’s estimates, unless reasons 
are given to the House. On the petition of any 20 Members, any such report 
tabled shall be referred to a committee of the House. 
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8. After any policy statement or introduction of a Government Bill, the 
Government shall table a compendium of background information of the type 
proposed on Page 50 of the Second Report of the Ontario Commission on the 
Legislature. 


9.(a) Any return, report or other paper required to be laid before the 
House in accordance with any Act of the Legislative Assembly or in 
pursuance of any resolution or standing order of this House may be 
deposited with the Clerk of the House on any sitting day, and such 
return, report or other paper shall be deemed for all purposes to have 
been presented to or laid before the House. A record of any such 
paper shall be entered in the Votes and Proceedings of the same day. 


(b) The Ministry concerned shall distribute copies of reports to all 
Members and copies of any background material tabled shall be sent to 
the Opposition critics. 


10.(a) Written Enquiries of the Ministry shall be dated; 


(b) The Minister shall indicate to the House within 14 days if the answer 
will be costly or time-consuming to prepare, or if the Minister 
declines to answer ; 


(c) A notation shall be put below the Question indicating that the 
Minister has made an interim answer; 


(d) If a Member repeats any unanswered question in the ensuing Session, 
the date of the original notice thereof shall be shown. 


11. The Government House Leader shall announce the following week’s 
business before the adjournment of the House each Thursday. 


12. At First Reading of an Amending Bill, the Minister shall file 
with the Clerk of the House, and send copies to the Opposition Critics, an 
up-to-date consolidation of the Act or Acts to be amended by the Baill. 


13. A Bill may not pass more than one stage in one day if opposed by 
20 Members standing in their place. 


14. No order for second reading of a Bill may be called until the Bill has 
been printed and so marked on the Order Paper. 


15. “Order Paper’ means the Order Paper distributed that day. 


16. The House shall not sit past 10.30 p.m. if 20 Members object to the 
Government motion by standing in their places. 


17. A Bill shall not be called for second reading if the Clerk of the 
House is notified by noon of the sitting day following the introduction of 
the Bill of intention to give notice of a reasoned amendment and such notice 
of a reasoned amendment is filed with the Clerk of the House by noon of the 
second sitting day after introduction. If the notice of a reasoned amendment 
is not so filed, the notification of intention shall lapse, and the order for 
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second reading may be called immediately. If the notice of the reasoned 
amendment is filed as required the order for second reading shall not be called 
before the third sitting day after introduction of the Bill. 


18. When 20 Members stand in their place, after second reading of a Bill, 
the Bill shall be referred to a Standing or Select Committee of the House 
as the Minister having charge of the Bill designates. 


19. When a Bill is referred to a Standing or Select Committee after 
second reading, consideration by the Committee shall not begin until five days 
after such referral. At the time of referral the Minister having charge of the 
Bill may request the waiver of this interval but such waiver shall not be 
granted if 20 Members register their objection thereto by standing in their 
places. 


20. That amendments proposed to be moved to Bills in Committee shall be 
filed in the Office of the Clerk of the House at least two hours before the 
sitting at which they will be moved, copies of which shall be distributed to 
the other Parties by the mover. 


21. A full Hansard service shall be provided to committees considering 
Estimates, and a tape recording without transcription shall be made of all 
other committee proceedings. 


22. Sufficient copies should be printed of any Bill which may be of 
particular public interest. 


23. The Speaker shall reduce the number of strangers under the Press 
Gallery and behind the Members’ benches by prohibiting standees. 


24. The motion for Interim Supply requires notice, and such notice 
shall include a time limit of not more than six months. 


20; There shall be a minimum of eight sitting days allocated for the Debate 
on the motion for an Address in Reply to the Speech from the Throne, which 
debate shall be completed before the introduction of the Budget. 


26. A minimum of eight sitting days shall be allocated to the debate on the 
Budget Motion, the first five days of which shall be consecutive; the first day 
for the Treasurer’s Budget Statement, the second and third days for the 
Opposition critics, and the fourth and fifth days for other Private Members. 


27. The Estimates of approximately half the Ministries shall be referred 
to Standing Committees. 


28. The main Estimates of all Ministries shall be presented to the House 
not later than five days following the presentation of the Budget. 


29. The order in which Estimates are to be considered shall be chosen in 
rounds, through the House Leaders, with the Official Opposition first, then 
the Third Party, then the Government, until all Estimates are allocated; and 
the Estimates will, as much as is practicable, be grouped in the Committee 
of Supply or Standing Committees according to policy field. 
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30. There shall be 420 hours for the consideration of all estimates and 
following consultation by the House Leaders, the Government House Leader 
shall announce the allocation of time for each set of estimates. 


31. Estimates or Legislation shall not be considered in any standing or 
select committee while any matter relating to the same policy field is being 
considered in the House. Not more than two standing or select committees 
shall meet to consider estimates at the same time and, any Member rising 
on a point of order before the Orders of the Day, and being supported by 
19 other Members standing in their places, shall prevent more than one standing 
or select committee considering Estimates from meeting concurrently with the 
House. 


32. Ministers should provide advance briefings to their Opposition critics 
before consideration of their Estimates, in a format to be determined by each 
Minister. 


33. Before the consideration of the Estimates of any Ministry, the Minister 
shall, where possible, table the latest estimates of actual expenditures in 
the preceding fiscal year. 


34. Management Board Orders shall be printed as an appendix to 
Ontario Finances, with an explanation of significant variances from printed 
Estimates, and a summary of Special Warrants shall be tabled on the first 
sitting day following the issue of the warrants. 


35. In each Session the Official Opposition shall be entitled to three 
non-confidence motions, and the Third Party to two. Such motions may be put 
at any time upon proper notice during the Session, and the debate on each 
such motion shall be not more than two and one-half hours. 


36. Private Bills shall be referred to the appropriate Standing Committee ; 
and the sessional deadline for the submission of Private Bills is removed; 
the required advertisements shall be completed before referral of the Bills to 
committee. 


37. The following procedures shall govern Private Members’ Public

(a) each Thursday, from the completion of the Routine Proceedings until 
6.00 p.m., shall be allocated for Private Members’ Public Business ;

(c) there shall be no limit on the right of Members to introduce Private

(d) there shall be a ballot in each caucus, conducted by the Clerk of 
the House, in which each Member may enter his name once, to draw 
the names of Members who will be able, in the order drawn, to have 
a Bill or resolution of their choice put to the House for debate and 
vote; 
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(e) the ballots shall be held not later than February 10th, 1977, for 
the session of 1977, and the results shall be posted ;

if objection to the Bill or Resolution being voted on is received either 
from one-third of the Members by written petition to Mr. Speaker 
at least 48 hours in advance of the debate: or from 20 Members 
standing in their place when the question is about to be put to a vote, 
then the item will not be voted on. Debate will, however, have been 
allowed on the item for up to 90 minutes; 


(g) the names of objectors filing the petition against a vote on any item 
Shall be recorded in Votes and Proceedings the next sitting day after 
the deadline for filing a petition of objection; 


(h) the votes on all items not opposed, as above, shall be stacked for 
6.00 p.m., following a non-whipped five-minute division bell: 


(1) Private Members’ Public Bills which receive second reading shall be 
carried on the Order Paper daily and will be called by the Government 
House Leader in the same manner as Government Orders: 


(j) on any Thursday there shall be not more than two items scheduled 
unless otherwise agreed by the House Leaders after notice; and at least 
two weeks’ notice of any item for any Thursday shall be provided; 


(k) there shall be no adjournment of the debate on any item of Private 
Members’ Public Business from one Thursday to another; 


(1) there shall be no limit to the number of Resolutions of which a 
Member may give notice. 


_ 38. In the Committee of the Whole House there shall be a 10-minute 
division bell for all stacked votes at the end of the sitting. In the House there 
shall be a maximum 30-minute bell if a vote is pre-arranged by all Parties at 
any time; and a no-limit bell for divisions under any other circumstances. 


39. All recommendations under the heading ‘‘committees’’ at pages 26 
through 29 in the Second Interim Report of the Select Committee are hereby 
referred for discussion and recommendation, to an ad hoc committee composed 
of the House Leaders, the Whips, and a further representative from each 
caucus.

43. There shall be a maximum 20-minute wait for a vote in Standing or 
Select Committees. 


44. The Select Committee recommendations concerning the size and skill 
of the staff of the Clerk of the House, and the Speaker’s Panel of Chairmen, is 
referred to the ad hoc committee of House Leaders, Whips et al. 
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45. There should be wider posting each Friday of the next week’s 
committee meetings, throughout the Legislative Building, and such notices be 
given to the Press. 


46. There should be a messenger or page for each committee. 


47. It is noted that the Government does not support, at this time, the 
recommendations of the Select Committee concerning research assistants for 
all Members. 


48. It is noted that the Government will make known its position on the 
proposal that Mr. Speaker have jurisdiction over the full Legislative Building, 
following presentation of the final report of the Select Committee. 


Where there is a conflict between any of these procedures and any 
Standing Order of the House, these procedures shall take precedence during 
the Fourth Session of the Thirtieth Parliament.

(5) the nature of the 
test(s) conducted by Hydro to determine the reliability of the 
‘fail-safe’ system in the CANDU reactors and in particular whether 
or not an actual test has been conducted with an operative reactor. 
(6) a listing of each of the reactors currently operating, their current 
output, their projected output, the amount of radioactive wastes 
created in each and the disposal methods used by each. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
inform the House as to whether or not there has ever been a near-miss 
accident in one of the operating Hydro nuclear power plants. If so, 
could he itemize and describe the accidents, steps taken to correct 
the problem and any changes in Hydro safety policy resulting from 
the near-misses. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
provide the House with figures relating to the total amount of money 
spent by Ontario Hydro from 1970 to 1975 (by year) to promote or 
discuss the nuclear commitment made by Ontario Hydro. Also, in 
view of the Final Report from the Select Committee on Ontario Hydro 
and its recommendations, has the Minister had any discussions with 
Ontario Hydro concerning the re-assessment of Hydro’s nuclear com- 
mitment. If so, what are the results. 


Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
list the dust counts or any other evidence upon which the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board bases its arguments that the Sintering Plant in 
Sudbury is more hazardous than the Sintering Plant in Port Colborne 
and qualifies prior to 1952 for an exposure rate criteria of six months 
in establishing nasal cancer claims, while one year is needed in Port 
Colborne.

Mr. Ziemba—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Revenue 
indicate how many Ontario Tax Credits have been paid out to persons 
using fraudulent social insurance cards. How many have been paid 
in error. How many are under investigation. What pre-audit and 
post-audit steps are being taken to prevent recurrences. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What precautions is the Ministry 
of Health taking against the disease of Hemorrhagic Fever (Marburg 
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Virus) being transported to this Province. Are there laboratory 
facilities available for the isolation and identification of the agent for 
this disease in the Province. Is there a formal plan for isolation 
of all contacts of suspected cases. 


Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister 
of the Environment provide a list of the pulp and paper mills in 
Ontario which are under Ministerial Order to improve their pollution 
abatement programs in regard to air, water and land. Secondly, 
would the Minister provide the details of the amounts of money 
involved, and the required date of completion, and would he provide 
a list of any exceptions to the Ministerial Order and reasons therefore. 


Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister provide the 
following information about the Rent Review Program which the 
Ministry has collected from each hearing, on the hearing report form: 
1. Total number of hearings held. 2. Total number of units involved 
in the above hearings. 3. Total number of individual buildings 
(accounting for the fact that some buildings have been reviewed more 
than once). 4. Total number of units contained in the buildings in 
3 above irrespective of whether all units were reviewed. 5. Average 
recorded basic monthly rent in dollar terms for: January 1974; 
July 1975(76); proposed; awarded. 6. Average percent increase in 
basic; monthly: rent for: January 1974 to. July 1975(76); July 
1975(76) to proposed; July 1975(76) to awarded. 7. Average percent 
increase in basic monthly rent directly attributable to the following: 
Increased operating costs (item 7); Capital expenditures (item 8); 
Finance payments (item 9); Financial loss. The answers to the 
above seven questions should be broken down into the following 
categories: the whole of Ontario and by sub-region (Metro, North- 
West Ont., etc.); by building type (SF, DU, TRI). Questions 6 and 
7 should also be broken down by size of percentage increase (e.g. how 
many received 2% increase and how many 80%).

Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—What investigation is the Ministry 
of Health undertaking to examine the relationship between cancer 
mortality rates and carcinogens in water supplies.

Mr. Mackenzie—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What were the number of 
charges laid for: (a) speeding; (b) careless driving; (c) driving

_ September and October of 1976, on the Queen Elizabeth Highway 
between Hamilton and Toronto. 


Mr. Moffatt—Enquiry of the Ministry—Has the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communication experimented with the extensive use of closely 
planted rows of evergreen trees as noise barriers. If not, why not. 
What is the difference in cost between the present noise barriers and 
a maintained living tree noise barrier. What would be the effect in 
terms of cost of planting living evergreen trees as snow fence barriers 
along rural highways.

Mr. Cunningham—Enquiry of the Ministry—-What is the total amount 
of money paid to Camp and Associates Advertising Agency for the 
past five years. 


Answered December 13th, 1976. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—Will the Minister of Colleges and 
Universities endorse the principle of Paid Educational Leave defined 
as leave granted for educational purposes, such as career development, 
during working hours without loss of earnings and benefits, and make 
Paid Educational Leave available to the non-teaching staff of Colleges 
and Universities. Further, will the Minister ensure that Paid Edu- 
cational Leave will be funded and implemented by a combination of 
collective agreement, legislation, and regulation. Will the Minister 
guarantee that Paid Educational Leave shall in no way affect the 
normal rights and benefits derived from an employment relationship. 


Mr. Warner—Enquiry of the Ministry—What initiative will be given 
by the Minister of Colleges and Universities to ensure that Centres 
for Labour Studies will be established in each Community College 
which serves an industrial area. Will the Minister direct the Colleges, 
through the Council of Regents, to approach local labour organizations 
for the determination, development, and presentation of the appropriate 
courses of study. Further, would such courses be fully accredited, 
leading to a diploma in Labour Studies. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—What proportion of the old 
Ontario Hydro Building on University Avenue remains in use. Is the 
building to be rented. If so, to whom, and at what rates. What is 
the cost of maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—What proportion of the old 
Mount Sinai Hospital has been put to alternative use. What is the 
timetable to bring it into full alternative use. What is the cost of 
maintaining it. 


Mr. Nixon—Enquiry of the Ministry—What proportion of the Ontario 
Government office buildings at 434 and 454 University Avenue is in 
use. What plans exist for the use or sale of the property. What is 
the cost of maintaining them. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
consider directing the Workmen’s Compensation Board to make 
regulations under sections 68(1) and 78 of The Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act to allow a claimant or his/her designated agent 
complete access to the information in his/her file for the purposes of 
the claim. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
inform the House as to the following: section 42(7) of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act provides that a 100% award for permanent dis- 
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ability may be transferred into a pension on the death of the 
recipient as if. the death ‘had resulted’? from the compensable 
disability. What criteria does the Board use to determine, for this 
and other sections of the Act, if death ‘“‘had resulted from the 
injury’ —i.e. is it on a balance of probabilities, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, in the absence of any other medical explanation, etc. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Further to the Minister of Labours 
Answer to Question No. 151 that “claims are not disqualified on 
grounds that an industrial disease is not disabling’’ would the 
Minister inform the House of the purpose of section 118(1) of The 
Workmen’s Compensation Act which says in part ‘‘Where an employee 
suffers from an industrial disease and is thereby disabled... the 
employee... entitled to compensation”. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
direct the Workmen’s Compensation Board to review their files 
from July 1, 1974 to the present date in order to find the following 
information: the average percentage decrease /increase in the amount 
granted to the spouse of a recipient of Workmen’s Compensation when 
a disability allowance is transferred to become a pension. 


Mr. Bain—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Labour 
direct the Workmen’s Compensation Board to compile and provide 
to the House periodically the following information: (i) the number 
of cases wherein the spouse of a recipient of an award was denied a 
pension on the death of the recipient under s. 42(7) of The Workmen's 
Compensation Act; (ii) the number of cases wherein a recipient was 
receiving a 100° disability allowance and on his/her death the spouse 
was granted a pension; (iii) the number of cases wherein the spouse 
of a recipient was granted a pension on his/her death due to the 
fact that the compensable injury was deemed to be the “cause” 
of death. 


Mr. Godfrey—Enquiry of the Ministry—Can the Minister of Health 
assure the House that there will be sufficient intern posts for all 
graduates of our medical schools in the coming years. 


Mr. Mancini—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister Without 
Portfolio (Lambton) furnish a detailed copy of his itinerary from 
November 1, 1975, listing all meetings attended by him for the 
purpose of conducting Government business, and the names and 
addresses, where possible, of those in attendance. 


Mr. Riddell—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources chronicle the involvement of the Minister without Portfolio 
(Lambton) in the assembly of the land for the Severn Park, listing 
in particular the dates of meetings he attended and the names and 
addresses of those in attendance. 


Mr. Foulds—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Natural 
Resources table copies of the letters he sent to pulp and paper 
companies in Ontario asking them to make submissions for an 
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integrated forest complex in the Red Lake /Ear Falls area. Would the 
Minister also table all the replies received from the said companies. 


193. Myr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—What research activities are 
being undertaken by the Youth Secretariat to assist in the planning 
and development of provincial employment programmes for young 
people. What are the major findings to date of this research. 
How much is this research costing, and to whom are its findings 
directed. Will the Ministry table the research reports on: (a) analysis 
of applicants to the Ontario Experience programme; (b) the telephone 
survey of young people conducted by the Youth Secretariat; (c) the 
mailed questionaire to a random sample of employers; (d) qualitative 
field interviews, all undertaken as part of the research activities 
concerned with provincial employment programmes for young people. 
Will the Ministry explain why Ontario conducts no research attempting 
to forecast job opportunities for young people over the coming years. 


194. Mr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—How many editions a year are 
there of Environment Ontario Legacy; how many copies are printed; 
to whom is the newspaper distributed; what is the cost of producing the 
newspaper; what are the editorial and staff costs of producing each 
issue; what are the distribution costs of each issue. 


195. Myr. Cassidy—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Ministry provide: 
1. a list of Ontario Housing Action Programme agreements that have 
been entered into and the amounts of money involved. 2. copies of the 
agreements signed by both the municipalities and the developers. 
3. a summary of the contents of the agreements to show in each case 
the land that is subject to the agreement, the owner of the land, the 
commitments entered into by the developer, the municipality, the 
amount of money to be paid to the developer in relation to each 
commitment, the time that each payment is to be made, the number 
and types of housing units anticipated where agreed to be built 
under each such agreement, the anticipated prices for the housing units 
to be built and the income groups for whom the housing is intended. 


196. Ms. Gigantes—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Energy 
table in the Legislature the daily operating reports of Ontario Hydro 
for the last two weeks, the daily generation of power at each station 
and diesel generator in the system, the daily export sales and outside 
purchases by Hydro and the record of cuts in interruptible contracts 
for each day. 


197. Myr. Burr—Enquiry of the Ministry—For the two provincial park 
campgrounds run by private operators in 1976—what were the 
expense and revenue statistics for the years 1971 to 1976. 


198. Mr. Breaugh—Enquiry of the Ministry—How does the Treasurer intend 
to handle those employees who were covered by the OMERS Supple- 
mentary Type 1 Plan where those employees under this plan received 
benefits equal to the amendments proposed to the OMERS benefits 
and where the contributions were paid for entirely by the employer. 
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199. Mr. Worton—Enquiry of the Ministry—Would the Minister of Trans- 
portation and Communications provide the House with the following 
information regarding a film entitled Sam the Safety Duck—‘Bicycle 
Safety’ produced for the Ministry: 1. the total cost of producing the 
film, including the cost for prints. 2. the producer of the film. 
Was the film made by an agency of the Government, or was it 
contracted to a film company. 3: the budget from which the money 
for producing the film was taken. 4. the names of any other films now 
in production or in the planning stage. 5. the names of any edu- 
cational or safety experts consulted by the producers of the film prior 
to making the film. 


200. Myr. McKessock—Enquiry of the Ministry—(a) Would the Chairman 
of the Management Board of Cabinet indicate the criteria to be 
followed by persons making referrals under Section 74 (3) of Ontario 
Regulation 1013/75, in the light of the issuance by Mr. S. W. Clarkson, 
Chairman, Civil Service Commission, on April 6th, 1976, of a document 
entitled “Ministry Guide for dealing with Employees surplus to 
requirements’. (b) Does not the existence of this document change 
the “‘consent for examination’ form, designed by the Employee 
Health Service, into a coercive document. (c) Is it not true that 
until recently, Section 74 (3) referrals were generally reserved for 
alcoholics, malingerers or public servants who placed others at peril. 
(d) Are not the above criteria governed by the idea of ‘“‘illnesses of 
choice’, avoidable by personal discretion. (e) Since when has diabetes 
been an illness of choice. (f) Since the Regulation stops short of 
ordering a doctor of the Employee Health Service to furnish a report 
in response to a referral, is not a doctor furnishing such a report in 
danger of civil action from any employee he reports upon. Would the 
Government defend him with public funds. (g) Are not all such 
reports in violation of the physician’s Hippocratic Oath. (h) Is this 
matter now before the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 
(i) Will the Government be making a presentation before the College 
on behalf of the doctors of the Employee Health Service if called 
upon to do so. Are they each free to speak. (j) What provision is 
there in the Grievance Procedure for 1) bargaining unit and 2) manage- 
ment, employees, to grieve on the basis of the ethical problems now 
posed. (k) Will disciplinary action be taken against any further 
Government employee refusing to submit to a medical examination 
on Section 74 (3) referral, pending the resolution of the matter by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. (1) Will the Minister 
consider re-gazetting Section 74 of Ontario Regulation 1013/75, after 
appropriate review of submissions from the public and from professional 
bodies affected thereby. (m) Will the Minister erase diabetic referrals 
from employees’ personnel files, pending the outcome of such a review. 
(n) After answering this question, will the Minister undertake to keep 
Members of the Legislature informed of subsequent representations 
and their outcomes. (0) Will the Minister give an undertaking that 
there will be no reprisals against the public servant who has raised 
this important ethical issue with the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario, after submitting to a full medical examination 
under protest.
